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Remembering Mishicot tavern blaze

This month marks the 
70th anniversary of a 
devastating tavern fire 
that broke out in Mis- 
hicot. 

Long-time village 
residents may recall the 
morning of Nov. 23, 1946, 
when fire departments 
from four communities 
responded to a blaze 
started at 3:15 a.m. by the 
explosion of an oil stove 
in the tavern and apart- 
ment of Wencel Oswald 
on Main Street. After 
four hours of battling 
flames in freezing tem- 
peratures, the Oswald 
tavern suffered a $20,000 
loss. 

Crews drew water 
from the adjacent East 
Twin River to fight the 
fire and prevent its 
spread to nearby homes 
and businesses. 

Although the Oswalds 
both escaped the build- 
ing, all their personal 

belongings, as well as the 
tavern's liquor stock, 
were destroyed. 

The property had 
recently changed hands, 
and had been operated 
previously by Mrs. Do- 
rothy Gates. After the 
fire, the building was 
razed and the petty:
